A preliminary statement of the acreage 
under crops and the numbers of live-stock 
+, Northern Ireland on June 1 last, with 
comparative figures for 1927, shows that for 
the first time since 1923 the agricultural 
returns for 1928 show an increase in the area 
ploughed, Which has risen from 554,512 acres 


in 1927 to 566,548 acres this year. The 
most unportant increase has been one of 
10.913 acres in the area under flax. Small 


increases are also shown in the areas under 
the principal root and green crops, the. most 
important being one of over 2,585 acres in 
ihe area under potatoes. A considerable pro- 
portionate increase of 489 acres is shown in 
the extent. under barley, but. all the other 
corm Crops show decreases in area. The 
extent under oats—07,103 acres—constitutes 
a new low “record.” It is nioteworthy that 
each of the past five years has successively 
shown an area under oats lower than that 
recorded in any previous year. A decline of 
just-over twenty: thousand acres has occurred 
in (he area under hay, principally due to a 
reduction of sixteen. thousand acres in the 
area of rotation hay.

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LORD FREDERIC HAMILTON, 

We regret to announce the death of Lord 
Frederic Spencer Hamilton, fourth son of the 
first Duke oí Abercorn, at his London 
residence, 13: Great College street, West- 
minster, London, in his seyenty-second year. 

Lord Frederic Hamilton was educated at 
Harrow and entered the Diplomatic Service. 
He held, in succession, the posts of Secretary 
to the British Embassies at Berlin and Petro- 
grad, and to the Legations at Lisbon and 
Buenos Ayres 

Lord Frederic was an experienced traveller. 
A Conservative in politics, he represented 
South-West Manchester in Parliament from 
1885 to 1886, and North Tyrone from 1692 to 
1895. As jonrnalist he had edited the 
Pall Mall Magazine, and among his numerous 
published hooks were the “ Mr. Davenant ”’ 
series (1915 to 1917), ‘‘ The Vanishing Pomps 
of Yesterday “ ‘1919), and “ Here, There and 
Everywhere ’’ (1921). 


SIR GEORGE CHAMBERLIN. 

Sir George Chamberlin, Deputy-Lieutenant 
of Norfolk and High Sheriff of the county in 
1926, died at his home, St. Catherine’s Close, 
Norwich, last night, aged eighty-two vears. 
Sir George had led an active business and 
public life. He watched the Norfolk County 
cricket team at Norwich on Thursday last, 
and took ill when he got home in the even 
ing. He had been Chief Magistrate of 
Norwich on three occasions, and had been an 
Alderman for many years. Sir George was 
also leader of the Norwich Conservative Party 
for. a considerable period. For twenty-five 
years he was President of the Association of 
‘rade Protection Societies of the United 
Kingdom, and he had been managin,z director 
of Messrs. Swan and Edgar, London. 

THE RIGHT HON. GEORGE 
FRANCIS STEWART. 

We deeply regret to announce that 
the Right Hon. George Francis Stewart, 
2 ie D.L.., died yesterday at his 
residence, Summerhill, Killiney, County 
Dublin, in his seventy-seventh year. Mr. 
Stewart had occupied a prominent place in 
the public life of Ireland. Am extensive land 
agent, he was a member of the Irish Land- 
owners’ Convention, and he was a leading 
member of the Irish Unionist Alliance. Of 
an affable and charming disposition, he was 
extremely popular with a wide circle of 
political and professional friends. 

Mr.. Stewart was the eighth son of the late 
James Francis Stewart, D.L., of Gortleitragh. 
County Dublin, and Martha, daughter of the 
late Richard Benson Warren, Q.C., Serjeant- 
at-Law. He was educated at Martborough 
College and Dublin University. from which he 
graduated with a senior moderatorship and 
gold medal in 1872. For many years he was 
one of the principal land agents in Ireland, 
being senior partner in the firm of J. 
Stewart and Sons. He was agent 
for. the Kingstown’ estate, and had 
very extensive agencies in the County 


of Leitrim, of Which county he was High 
Sheriff in 1895, and again in’ 1913. In 1917 
he was elected as a representative of the 
Southern Unionists to the Irish Convention. 
He was a member of the Dublin University 
Senate, and was the only Irishman to be 
elected President of the Surveyors’ Institu- 
tion (1916-17). A member of several public 
boards and hospitals, for over twenty years 
he had been a director of the Bank of Ire- 
land, and was Governor from 1916 to 1917. 
He was also a member of the British 
Currency Commission. 

In 1921 My. Stewart was created a member 
of the Irish Privy Council. He married in 
1881 Georgiana Lavinia, elder daughter of 
Admiral Richard Quin, and had issue two 
sons and two daughters. Mr. Stewart found 
his recreations in travelling and yachting 
He. was a member of the Kildare street Club 
and the Royal St. George Yacht Club.

PROPOSED SALE TO TENANTS.

" We appeal to all users of the road to 
drive cautiously,’’ said a police official, who 
added that if further complaints were re- 
veived strong action would taken. 

The Ulster Automobile Club appeals to 
all farmers in the vicinity of the course to 
see that dogs are tied up between 5.30 and 
7.36. on the mornings of Wednesday and 
Thursday next, when official practising takes 
place, and also on the day of the race. 

It is also essential that fowl, cows, sheep, 
etc., should be kept away from the course. 

If any one of these found its way on to 
the circuits the results would be disastrous 
for the drivers in the first instante and, 
possibly, for the onlookers. , 

Spills of any kind are to be avoided, and 
co-operation is sought in this respect to keep 
the course clear for the drivers.

Full information on all matters connected 
with routes to and from the course, parking 
arrangements, stands, Customs regulations 
from the Irish Free State, etce., can be 
obtained at the bureau.

SPECULATIVE ISSUES OUT OF FAVOUR. 


From Our FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Hitherto the Stock Exchange has been 
rather to ignore the monetary 
situation, and ‘now that it is taking notice, 
it may form exaggerated ideas of the im- 
portance of the present situation. It cannot 
be denied, however, that it requires watch- 
ing. .The authorities. in America are 
evidently bent on reducing the volume of 
ee there. For this purpose the re- 

t rate has been successively raised 
from 34 to 5 per cent., but apparently 
It is 
feared, therefore, that it may be necessary 
to make a further advance to 6 per cent. 
London could not afford to face that with 
equanimity. We should have to raise the 
Bank of England rate, 
sterling-dollar change would move so 
much against us as to threaten a serious 
drain upon our stock of gold. It is true 
that we still have almost a record amount 
of coin and bullion, and could afford to lose 
a few millions, but we have already ‘ost a 
fair amount for Germany, and we are not 
getting any of the new gold as it arrives 
from the mines. We have yet to face the 
autumnal demands for. financial aecommoda- 
tion for the purpose of moving the crops, 
and there is the prospective fusion of the 
two note issues looming in the distance. 


Still, it is hoped that ‘the New York rate Aonsgsrá companies, 


will not be advanced and that a 44 per cent. 
official minimum will be retained here, but 
obviously the possibilities of the situation 
cannot be ignored, 


AN OBSCURE POSITION. 


In the circumstances it is not surprising 
that the stock markets are showing soine 
hesitancy. We have just concluded a 
21-day account, which is not conducive to 
bullish markets as a rule, and the holiday 
season is in full swing; but these con- 
siderations are really unimportant compared 
with the monetary factor. While prices are 
To and big profits are being made on 
the bull tack, the speculator can afford to 
ignore dear money so long as the necessary 
financial accommodation is available. It is 
when credit is actually withdrawn that 
difficulties arise. Fortunately, it has. not 
been necessary for the banks here to take 
steps to curb speculation, as has been the 
case in America, and if the position could 
be analysed (usually an impossibility) it 
would probably be found that the specula- 
tive account is by no means large, having 
been considerably reduced by the dis- 
couragement provided by the untoward 
developments in New York and the break in 
certain speculative issues here, including 
those with which the late Captain 
Loewenstein was identified. 


POSSIBILITIES OF THE FUTURE. 


From these remarks it may be gathered 
that the present is scarcely an opportune 
time for speculation in Stock xchange 
securities. We are likely to see occasional 
bursts of buoyancy such as recently charac- 
terised the gramaphone group, while there 
will probably be developments favourably 
affecting some other sections. Some shares, 
for example, are being bought in the belief 
that the future will see the making of new 
roads, surfaced with cement, for the sole 
use of motor vehicles. Provided the neceas- 
sary land can be obtained at a reasonable 
cost, this would seem to be a natural solu- 
tion of the problem of road congestion, but 
it would scarcely be a bull point for the 
railways. 


WHERE PRICES MAY RISE, 


Outside industrial shares, there are not 
many sections giving promise of capital ap- 
preciation in the future, and there is 
scarcely one that can be expected to show 
much activity. Interest in home rails, now 
that the interim dividends have been de- 
clared, has died away; the market is almost 
dead, both as regards the ordinary and pricr 
charge stocks. Argentine rails certainly offer 
some scope for appreciation, and this will 
probably take place as soon as the umncer- 
tainty regarding tariffs is removed, for on 
the basis of the dividends paid for last year 
(which, generally speaking, are likely to be 
repeated) the leading pres. give big good 
ES at current prices. We may also see 

igher prices for Brazilian rails, amongst 
which the quotation of Great Western of 
Brazil Ord. and Prefd. £10 Shares at a

POTENTIAL SELLERS. 


Apart from the monetary situation, a point 
that may be worth considering is the ex- 
tent to which the investing and speculative 
public have been “left” with shares of 
which cannot be sold, 
except at a loss. Will this prevent them 
from re-entering the markets? We rather 
doubt it, thou h few people care to engage 
in fresh speculative operations, while they 
have a substantial loss on shares already 
held. There are various potential sellers of 
such things, and until the available stock is 
digested the position may be hampered. It 
does not follow, of course, that people who 
have heavy losses are at all crippled, for 
they may have made substantial profits in 
other descriptions. A favourable feature is 
the quiet demand for sound investment 
Stocks—not British» Government securities so 
much as Colonial Government and home 
Corporation Stocks, prices of which quietly 
creep upward as a result. The buying would 
almost certainly be checked if circumstances 
necessitated a rise in our Bank rate; but the 
influence of this would probably be only 
temporary. 


PROSPECTIVE. IMPORTANT 
OPERATIONS. 


On the whole, the generally accepted view 
that the stock markets are likely to be 
quiet, while the holiday season is on seems. 
to be the correct one. One reason for ex- 
pecting a revival in Industrials in the 
autumn is the fact that certain financial 
interests contemplate important : operations, 
the success of which will mainly, if not 
entirely, depend upon the existence of 
activity in the Stock Exchange. It thought, 
therefore, that when these interests settle 
down to business every encouragement will 
be given to a revival of activity. If this 
view is right, we should soon see an end 
to the inactivity that has characterised the 
popular holiday month so far, but real] 
bullish markets are scarcely to be expected, 
while the position in New York appears to 
be one fraught with great possibilities. 


STOCK SPLITTING. 


Among the securities that are being quietly 
absorbed by investors are electric light and 
supply issues, and shares of banking, insur- 
ance and financial trust companies. Ini the 
last case, the public demand would un- 
doubtedly be more prominent if it were : 
sible to buy £1 shares instead of £100 of 
stock, and, because of this, the tendency 1s 
for companies with Ordinary capital in the 
form of stocketo split this into £1 unite—not 
necessarily shares. At the recent meeting of 
Guinness, Son and Co.. the suggestion whs 
made that the Ordinary Stock should be 
split into £1 units, and there can be little 
doubt that people who hesitate to buy £100 
of this security at, say, £460, would readily 
buy fifty shares at the same corresponding 
figure. Rut a point that must not be for- 
gotten is that the operation would mean the 
payment of more in brokers’ charges. For 
£100 of Guinness Ord. Stock, quoted at 460, 
the broker’s commission would be £2 6s.— 
that is, 10s. per cent. on the money involved ;

ARTIFICIAL SILK. 

The summer season is now completely over, 
and there is no doubt that the weaving side 
of the business has been disappointing. The 
good trade of 1927 has not been maintained. 
and in all but the finest types of yarns there 
has been a greater p ion than could 
readily be absorbed. he position at the 
moment is critical, and prices may soon be 
officially lowered (says The Investor's 
Chronicle), A cut has already been made 
on certain denitrs in warp yarns, reported as 
varying from 2d. to 1s. per lb. In the 
home trade, demand for dress fabrics and 
other lines is fairly well maintained; but 
abroad, particularly in India and China, 
trade has been very poor so far as British 
oods are concerned. It should, however, be 
orne in mind that in most foreign markets 
the fabrics contain a véry high percentage of 
cotton, and, as a result, the troubles of the 
cotton industry are reflected on the mixture 
trade. Disturbances at home have also in- 
fluenced business away from this country at 
a time when the total trade done by all 
textile-producing countries is not exceed- 
ingly large. The Colonies, like the home 
market, have given fair support. Lace- 
makers and the curtain manufacturers have 
probably little to seriously complain of so 
far as artificial silk is concerned, and Leek 
and Macclesfield firms have been moderately 
well employed. There is a growing interest 
in the use of high-grade staple fibre, and, 
whilst the worsted trade continues to absorb 
considerable quantities for decoration, quite 
a new trade has develo in Lancashire, 
where 100 per cent. staple fibre fabrics are 
now being produced, and finding a good 
market at low prices. 


BREWERY SHARE PROSPECTS, 

Now that the more popular sections of the 
Industrial market have lost favour, there is 
a tendency for the investor to turn his atten- 
tion again to brewery issues (according to 
The Statist). This is not difficult to explfin, 
as there are many circumstances which make 
for the continued prosperity of the brewing 
industry. It is, in the first place, almost 
completely sheltered against foreign compe- 
tition, and it is dependent only to a very 
small extent on the export trade. Further, 
it is protected against internal competition 
by the tied-house system, by trade alliances, 
and by Government restrictions on the open- 
ing of new licensed premises, which latter 
circumstance has the effect of conferring a 
virtual monopoly on established businésses 
and of facilitating a reduction in working 
expenses. At the same time, the cost of raw 
materials has shown a tendency to decline 
progressively, the fall in the price of barley 
during the past year alone being about 9 per 
cent., while the reduction in the price of coal 
has heen approximately 5.3 per cent. Rail- 
way transport charges have been increased, 
it is true, but many of the companies have 
avoided the burden by instituting their own 
road transport services. Added to all this, 
the companies are now promised a substantial 
relief in respect of rates, estimated to amount 
in the aggregate to 2500,
